Dec'll ring that piprna i »lguanve 
and sacrifice would bf the price 
ihat the Christian Citizenship of 
this country must pay, if it would 
preserve American Ideals and the 
nth amendment, the gr**at- 
#5t piece of constructive work in 
many years. Congressman M. t lyde 
Kelly of the Thirty-Third Congres­ 
sional District <>f Pennsylvania, last 
night made the concluding address 
of the two day Christian Clttsen- 
ship institute held in the Central 
Presbyterian church under the aus­ 
pices of th** National Reform As­ 
sociation and local religious and 
civic organizations. 
His announc­ 
ed topic was “ Law Enforcement ’ : 
and his address was stirring and 
of great appeal to the throng of 
people of this city, who filled the 
auditorium of the church. 
**Th» v will never repeal or nul­ 
lify the eighteenth 
amendment,” 
declared Congressman Kelly in the 
closing period of his address and 
on reaching the climax of his ad­ 
dress “and it is hut a question of 
time until we reach the full realiz­ 
ation of what it means, regardless 
of tin efforts of the cohorts of the 
outlaw liquor traffic to wreck it 
and with the realization of its full­ 
est intent, we will also realize the* 
meaning of a ‘government of the 
people, by the people and for the 
people*.” 
Judge R 
L. Hildebrand, presi­ 
dent judge of Lawrence county, was 
the presiding officer of the meet­ 
ing. 
The music was furnished by 
the choir of the Central Presbyter-1 
ian church. 
The devotional period 
was in charge of Rev. A, M. Stump 
of St. Paul's Lutheran church. 
In 
introducing the speaker of the eve­ 
ning, Judge Hildebrand made re­ 
m arks in keeping with the occasion 
and the importance of the subject 
under discussion and the speaker to 
$>ring the message. 
In opening his address, Congress­ 
man Kelly told of the three sug­ 
gestions made to meet the present 
situation, first, the repeal of the 
18th amendment, second— its nul­ 
lification and third the realization 
of the purposes of the amendment.
